SUPREME COURT 


"Normally the Process takes just 
SiX Weeks,” Said Rosales，who is 
represeiiting the city in the case. 
"Ithe court keeps its original 
decision to overturn parts of the 
ordinance，we will appeal to_ the 
[US] Supreme Court." 

Passed in 1984，the ordinance was 
designed to produce more minority 
and womenSs contracts in city gov- 
ernment by establishing a 30% goal 
for minorities and a 10% goal for 
women in public service contracts. 

"The court upheld most of it 
Rosales explained. "It said we can 
grant preferences to local businesses 
and women，but not to minority 
male businesses outside of SF. So 
过 the court decides to uphold its 
[March 23] ruling，we would have 
to Imake 3a decision whether to 
advise the city departments to 
appeal the ordinance，oOr to apply 
the ordinance the way the court 
Says we Should apply it. 

“TIhe difficult part is that the 
departments have been used to 
doing Something the same way for 
the last three years， If the rules 
are changed，they would have to 
incorporate the changes into their 
daily _ contracting activities she 
Said. 


RACE-CONSCIOUS 


In making its decision，the court 
panel referred to an earlier US 
Supreme Court ruling that Tace- 
conscious Programs Imust meet a 
higher standard than gender- 
COnscious ones. 

City Attorney Louise Renne filed 
the petition with the court at the 
Iequest of the Human Rights Com- 
mission (HRC)，the monitoring 
agency for the city ordinance. 
Since then，both Sides have Sub- 
mitted responses to the court. 
According to HRC executive direc- 
tor Grant Mickens，the HRC is tak- 
ing an active part in the appeals 
Process by compiling Statistical 
ITeports to demonstrate the necessity 
for such an ordinance. 

"Our evidence Shows that [Prior 
to the ordinance]l women and minor- 
ities [received only] 2.3% out of 
three-quarters of a billion dollars in 
contracts. [IThat] is ample proof that 
Something was amiss,， Said Mickens， 
who was appointed to the HRC's 
top post 12 years ago by Mayor 
Joseph Alioto. 

But the court contends that “Sub- 
stantial evidence"” of past discrimi- 
nation be given in the form of 
individual cases. 

Mickens feels that the covert 
nature of systematic discrimination 
makes it difficult to isolate single 
cases。 Nevertheless，he is attempting 


to _ bring that evidence to the court. 
"The court asks for findings，and in 
SoOme cases 工 make findings and lay 
those cases Out"”he said. 

The court panel argued that the 
ordinance is too drastic a_ measure， 
and that a "less intrusive” one 
should be considered. 


SUBTLE PLAN 


According to Mickens，the court 
didnt acknowledge the HRC's 
attempt for such a "Subtle"” affirma- 
tive_ action plan when it imple- 
mented its Subcontracting program 
in 1977. 

Although the 1977 Pprogram Suc- 
ceeded in allocating a portion of a 
the 1larger “contracting work to 
minority and women subcontractors， 
Iminorities were Still prevented from 
attaining prime contractor status. 
The 1984 ordinance was intended to 
Iemedy this lack of minority prime 
contractors in San Francisco.

San Francisco - State and local 
government _ officials concerned 


about widespread reports of welfare 
fraud by Southeast Asian refugees 
are launching a campaign against 
the problem. 

Walter Barnes，chief of the state 
Office of Refugee Services was 
quoted in wire service reports last 
week that he will use law enforce- 
ment and refugee education to 
address the Problem.

Vu Duc Vuong，executive director 
of the Center for Southeast Asian 
Refugee and Resettlement Services 
in SF told 已 [ 太 that something 
needed to be done but stressed that 
"the emphasis Should be on preven- 
tion。 Many refugees cannot make 
the jump from the welfare system 
to joining the workforce. There's no 
way most refugees can go to work 
and make enough money to cover 


the health care，food stamps and 
cash benefits they've been receiving 
from welfare." 

Vuong explained that in many 
cases，the “double-dipping'” may be 
only_ temporary. "There are Some 
who go munder the table' for a 
certain period of time -- say four 
months -- until they”ve saved up 
enough extra money to get off the 
System 

state officials and resettlement 
worIkers admit the unreported wages 
and Welfare fraud is costing mil- 
lions of dollars to the taxpayers 
and has created the highest welfare 
dependency rate 记 the US for 
Asian refugees. 

But Vuong warns that Tigid 
enforcement of fraud may lead to 
Tefugees quitting their jobs to keep 
their benefits legally." 

Vuong feels _ that any changes 
should include a look at the nature 
of the welfare system， "It was a 
mistake to lump refugee assistance 
into the welfare system.

She came unwillingly, a painfully thin 
aneseChines woman of 21.

a Small Vietnamese fshing village，the 
youngest of seven children，she had sur- 
vived a wam the death of her siblings, refu- 
gee camp and relocation to the U.S. seven 
years before. But now in the heart of San 
Francisco, she was starving herselfto death .

The girls father and weeping mother 
had the answer Their daughter was pos- 
sessed by ghosts who inhabited their small 
one-room apartment in Chinatown. The 
Spiritual healer even had made a paper boat 
and chanted for a devil wind to chase the 
Spirits away. But he had failed. How could 
locking up their daughter on a psychiatric 
ward at SFGH help， 

Francis Lu，UCSEF assistant clinical 
Professor of psychiatry at SFEGH, had asked 
himself a similar question in 1978，when 
SFEGOH had only outpatient and day treat- 
ment programs geared to Asian patients. 
了 His answer was simple and direct. To suc- 
cessfully treat the Asian patient on a locked 
ward meant adapting that treatment to a

Force he helped create formed the countrys 


frst Asian/Paciftc inpatient psychiatric pro- 
gram at SFGOH in 1980. (A second program 
modeled after Unit 7C opened in Norwalk 
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last year.) About 60% of the patients on 
Unit 7C now are Asian. 

At the heart of the program are lan- 
guage skill and cultural sensitivity. Most of 
the staff were born in China，the Philip- 
pines, Vietnam or HongKong. Having been 
refugees and immigrants themselves，they 
are Very familiar with the _ cultural back- 
grounds of the patients. And from exercise 
class to the upbeat community meetings 
where even the slightest bit of progress 
is applauded 一 “Lets hear it for Mr Lee， 
who has stopped singing Chinese opera all 
night "一 they use their knowledge of seven 
different Asian languages to keep patients 
involved and engaged. 


DISCUSSION GROUPS 

Smaller discussion groups，which can 
cover everything from the lifestyle in Hong 
Kong to the Cultural Revolution in China， 
are conducted in the patients native lan- 
guage. 

Equally important are the newspapers， 
books and ethnic music tapes that are avail- 
able. Rice and tea are routinely served to 
patients with their meals. And family mem- 
bers are allowed to _ bring in home-cooked 
food during their visits. 

As Evelyn Lee，PpProgram director of 
Unit /VC，cochair of the Asian Task Force 
and chair of the Ethnic/Minority Issues 
Committee，explains) “We are an _ acute 
Psychiatric unit with patients who are psy- 
chotic or severely depressed， When they 
are in such emotional crises，they need a 
Program that understands their pain and 
their cultural background2” 
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In the case of the young Vietnamese 
girl，this meant questioning her not just 
about recent symptoms and traumas，but 
also about her life before,， during and after 
migration，It meant fnding out how she 
and her parents were coping，how serious 
they Perceived her problem to be，where 
they had gone to seek help and what they 
expected to happen at SFGOH. It meant 
interviewing her family in Cantonese to 
learn their folk beliefs about mental illness， 
including the balance of yin and yang (the 
two natural principles of Chinese cosmol- 
ogy that produce all that comes to be)， 

Whatthe evaluation revealed was pre- 
dictably complex. At 14 the _ patient had 
been placed in an American public school 一 
her frst formal schooling of any kind. Con- 
fused by the comparative freedom of the 
American lifestyle and her responsibilities 
to aging and lonely parents，she also was 
unsure about her own identity。、\Was she 
Vietnamese, Chinese or American ? 


BECAME OBSESSED 

In time，she became obsessed with 
vomiting and losing weight. Typically，her 
Parents tried every remedy and rationaliza- 
tion to explain away her dwindling weight. 
They were afraid and ashamed to seek treat- 
ment. Although shame is a universal emo- 
tion，when it comes to mental illness，Lee 
believes that it is more deeply felt in Asian 
cultures.

"Once 工 
learned the language，I got along 
with everyone."” He credits his 
martial arts_ training with helping 
him through those tough times not 
with the fighting aspects but with 
the "Spiritual and philosophical" 
aspects of the art.
